XIII.  The  Alps,  an  invasion  route 

At  St.  Remy-de-Provence  M.  Henri  Rolland,  the  excavator  of  Glanum,  had  lent 
me  his  card  index  of  all  the  coins  that  he  had  found  on  that  site.  From  this  I  made 
my  usual  list,  and  when  I  went  to  return  the  index  that  same  evening,  I  was  shown 
the  results  of  two  excavations  in  the  Basses  Alpes.  One  site,  Banon,  was  only  a  small 
group  of  buildings,  and  M.  Rolland  was  examining  the  coins  for  the  excavator.  The 
other  site,  L’Escale  was  a  small  Roman  town  threatened  by  a  hydro-electric  scheme, 
on  which  M.  Rolland  had  done  a  rescue  dig.  There  and  then  I  was  allowed  to  list 
briefly  two  hoards  from  L’Escale :  one,  apart  from  an  As  of  Augustus,  started  with 
Aurelian  and  finished  with  an  unpublished  silver  coin  of  Maximian  I,  26  coins  in 
all;  the  other  consisted  of  98  coins,  mainly  of  Gallienus  and  Claudius  II  ending  with 
one  coin  of  Quintillus.  The  first  hoard,  since  the  silver  coin  records  the  Vota 
Decenalia  of  Maximian,  must  have  been  deposited  somewhere  in  the  290’s,  some  time 
after  the  Gothic  invasions.  The  second  hoard  has  only  one  coin  of  Postumus,  and 
none  of  Victorinus  or  Tetricus  while  they  are  fairly  common  on  the  site,  so  it  seems 
to  exclude  Gallic  issues.  The  bulk  of  coins  of  Claudius  II  and  one  of  Quintillus  give 
a  fairly  firm  date  of  after  270. 

It  was  arranged  that  next  morning  I  should  return  to  the  depot,  where  I  could 
list  all  the  coins  from  these  two  excavations.  This  I  did,  but  I  gladly  interrupted  my 
work  when  I  was  offered  a  quick  tour  of  the  cases.  The  house  holds  all  the  material 
from  Glanum  from  statues  and  large  architectural  fragments  in  the  covered  court¬ 
yard,  down  to  statuettes  on  display  in  the  cases.  The  standard  of  display  is  very  high 
indeed,  I  had  been  impressed  in  1960  when  I  had  seen  it  open  as  a  museum,  and  I 
was  equally  impressed  now.  But  beyond  the  material  from  Glanum  there  are  other 
vital  finds,  those  from  St.  Blaise  right  down  near  the  mouth  of  the  Rhone.  There 
M.  Rolland  has  a  site  which  actually  convinced  me  of  the  lack  of  coinage  in  fifth 
century  Europe.  St.  Blaise  was  originally  a  Gallic  oppidum,  a  pre-Roman  fortified 
encampment,  probably  having  friendly  relations  with  the  early  Greek  traders  and 
later  colonists.  Its  first  main  point  of  interest  is  to  the  prehistorian,  for  you  have 
level  upon  level  of  normal  southern  French  iron-age  pottery  and  artifacts  mingled 
freely  and  liberally  with  different  phases  of  imported  pottery.  First  the  pottery 
imported  is  early,  archaic,  Greek,  then  the  well-known  black  and  red  figured  pottery, 
then  Etruscan  and  Italian  pottery,  and  finally  Hellenistic  Greek  pottery.  This  gives 
an  easily  dateable  series  of  local  and  imported  potteries,  side  by  side,  phase  by  phase. 

To  the  Romanist,  St.  Blaise  is  of  negative  interest,  for  Roman  activity  in  the  area 
seems  to  have  meant  that  the  population  moved  to  another  site.  The  encampment 
was  almost  deserted  when  the  colony  of  Massilia  was  minting  its  quantities  of  coins, 
and  the  twro  or  three  found  were  strays.  From  the  whole  of  the  Roman  period  comes 
not  one  coin  or  piece  of  evidence  for  serious  occupation,  but  St.  Blaise  becomes  of 
much  more  positive  interest  in  the  early  medieval  period.  Inside  the  iron-age 
defences  a  post-Roman,  early  Christian,  community  settled,  closely  in  touch  with 
other  such  communities  around  the  edge  of  the  mediterranean.  When  this  community 
started  up  is  a  little  uncertain,  but  from  the  imported  red  pottery,  well  known  in 
North  African  contexts  and  dated  to  the  first  half  of  the  fifth  century,  it  must  have 
been  thriving  by  a.d.  450.  This  site,  for  the  second  time,  provides  a  large  volume  of 
imported  pottery,  and  its  development  through  the  sixth  century  can  be  traced  to  a 
decline  and  fall  somewhere  before  650.  It  is  an  extremely  useful  site  for  showing  the 
succession  of  these  styles  of  imported  pottery,  the  change  from  red  to  grey,  from 
vessels  marked  with  crosses  and  other  Christian  symbols  to  more  barbarous  orna- 
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ment,  perhaps  from  N.  African  to  nearer  sources,  and,  since  such  wares  reached  the 
West  coast  of  Britain  in  small  quantities,  it  is  of  interest  also  to  British  archaeologists. 

But  although  I  have  not  mentioned  coins  at  all,  tne  site  is  vital  for  buttressing 
two  points  in  the  history  of  coinage  in  Western  Europe.  The  very  fact  of  no  coins 
at  all  in  a  site  fairly  securely  dated  between  c.  440  and  640  is  a  superb  demonstration 
of  what  numismatists  and  historians  have  recently  argued  on  stylistic  and  historical 
grounds.  Before  seeing  this  material  I  was  determined  that  some  sort  of  coin  use 
went  on  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  centuries,  in  spite  of  all  that  Dr.  Kent  and  others  have 
written  on  the  subject.  But  after  seeing  what  was  found,  and  not  found,  at  St.  Blaise 
I  am  completely  convinced  of  the  hiatus.  The  community  on  this  site  did  not 
attempt  to  use  a  sub-Roman  coinage,  no  such  thing  exists.  They  did  not  use  the 
eastern  issues  of  Constantinople  or  the  western  issues  of  Rome  or  Ravenna,  and 
although  they  were  wealthy  enough  to  import  stuff  from  Africa,  they  leave  no 
evidence  of  the  large  scale  use  of  Roman,  Ostrogothic,  or  Vandal  gold.  The  cam¬ 
paigns  of  Belisarius  in  the  name  of  Justinian  in  Italy  and  Africa,  places  with  which 
they  were  almost  certainly  busily  trading,  resulted  in  no  lost  folles  or  solidi.  The 
only  conclusion  is  that  they  simply  were  not  interested  in  coins  as  such.  The  second 
vital  numismatic  point  is  the  absence  of  Merovingian  issues,  even  from  nearby 
Marseille,  in  a  community  still  going  for  certain  in  the  early  seventh  century.  A  new 
coinage,  first  in  gold,  then  quickly  followed  by  silver,  seems  to  be  a  phenomenon  of 
the  middle  and.  later  seventh  century,  and  one  which  happened  at  almost  the  same 
time  all  over  Western  Europe.  If  this  last  point  is  substantiated  it  adds  weight  to 
our  thoughts  of  Europe  in  the  600’s  as  a  network  of  linked  states  -rather  than  a 
jungle  of  warring  tribes.  Once  one  such  state  began  to  use  coinage,  and  trade  was 
commonly  accepted,  all  the  other  states  would  need  coinage  to  keep  on  an  equal 
footing. 

The  coins  of  L’Escale  are  similar  in  distribution  to  those  of  Arles,  for  almost 
half  of  the  495  belong  to  the  fourth  century.  Occupation  seems  rather  spasmodic 
earlier  on,  but  there  was  obviously  some  settlement  there  to  use  the  6  asses  of 
Augustus,  and  it  settles  down  under  Domitian  (12).  The  radiate  coins  go  smoothly 
through  to  Probus  (4),  Cams  (2),  and  Diocletian  (4),  giving  no  great  evidence  of 
severe  upsets.  The  fourth  century  coinage  is  abundant,  67  coins  from  330  to  346, 
and  there  is  no  tailing  off  at  the  end,  with  37  coins  from  388  to  402. 

Banon,  on  the  other  hand,  produces  unequivocal  evidence  of  a  fatal  upset  at  the 
time  of  the  Gothic  invasions.  In  the  lower  reaches  of  the  Alps,  it  is  set  on  the  route 
of  any  marauding  bands  who  cross  the  Swiss  passes,  and  if  not  actually  sacked,  would 
certainly  not  have  been  a  place  to  stay  with  a  hoard  of  barbarians  approaching.  The 
87  coins  are  distributed  unevenly  in  the  first  century,  but  settle  down  under  the 
Antonines.  But  the  site  has  produced  nothing  later  than  the  radiate  issues,  and  these 
tell  a  simple  story.  Valerian  (2),  Gallienus  (5),  Salonina  (3),  Postumus  (3),  Vic- 
torinus  (1),  Claudius  II  (5).  If  we  remember  that  Aurelian  is  often  only  represented 
in  much  larger  collections,  the  evidence  ties  up  completely  with  troubles  soon  after 
270,  culminating  in  the  raids  of  275.  Banon,  at  least,  is  one  site  where  the  coin  list 
ties  up  with  the  historical  record. 

XIV.  Vienne,  a  town  and  a  theatre 

The  one  week  spent  in  Provence  was  the  most  fruitful  of  the  whole  trip  round 
France.  In. six  days  I  had  listed  two  collections  in  Nimes,  identified  and  listed  the 
collection  at  Arles,  failed  at  Marseille,  succeeded  at  Aix,  gained  access  to  the  coins 
of  Glanum,  and  from  two  other  excavations  as  well,  and  left  the  South  via  Avignon 
and  Vaison,  to  stop  for  the  sixth  night  away  from  the  Rhone  valley,  once  again  in 
the  Massif  Centrale.  My  chosen  village  was  Thueyts,  on  the  road  to  Le  Puy,  an 
odd  detour  from  a  journey  up  the  Rhone,  but  one  that  I  was  determined  to  make  to 
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see  the  cathedral,  a  building  strange  and  striking  rather  than  beautiful,  and  the 
chapel  of  St.  Michel  on  its  isolated  volcanic  tuft.  This  involved  going  up  into  the 
mountains  proper,  and  gave  me  worry  in  advance  as  to  whether  a  three-wheeler 
could  cope  with  such  man-sized  slopes.  My  journey  from  the  Rhone  to  Thueyts 
gave  no  trouble,  and  the  village  was  all  that  I  had  hoped,  strung  out  along  the  road, 
halfway  up  the  side  of  a  steep  rocky  valley.  Next  morning  I  started  off  at  a  height  of 
420  metres  (1380  ft.)  and  within  half  an  hour  had  reached  the  watershed  of  the 
atlantic  and  the  mediterranean,  thoughtfully  marked  by  a  double  signpost,  and  a 
height  of  1320  metres  (4350  ft.).  Having  climbed  3,000  feet  in  30  minutes  I  ceased 
to  worry  about  things  mechanical  and  enjoyed  the  downhill  run  to  Le  Puy. 

After  the  oddities  of  this  town  I  moved  on,  back  to  the  Rhone,  ready  for  my  last 
week  of  coin  hunting.  I  had  two  main  hopes,  Vienne  and  Dijon.  I  stayed  on  the 
Sunday  night  near  to  Vienne,  to  get  to  the  museum  there  early  the  next  morning. 
Dijon  I  had  planned  for  the  Wednesday,  on  Friday  I  was  due  to  report  back  in  Paris, 
and  on  Sunday  I  aimed  to  cross  to  Dover.  This  meant  that  Lyon  was  forced  on  to  a 
Tuesday,  but  by  that  time  I  was  not  particularly  worried  whether  I  saw  that  collection 
or  not.  There  were  two  reasons  for  this.  The  first  was  that  I  knew  that  most  of  the 
coins  from  recent  excavations  in  the  town  had  been  well  published  by  Maitre 
Tricout,  who  looks  after  the  collection.  The  second  was  that  having  failed  to  see  the 
large  municipal  collections  at  Bordeaux  and  Marseille,  the  record  of  one  such 
collection  would  now  have  no  comparisons. 

I  arrived  at  Vienne  to  find  an  exhibition  on  Roman  Gaul  mounted  in  the  museum, 
in  fact  as  far  as  the  public  was  concerned  the  exhibition  was,  for  the  time  being,  the 
museum.  The  curator,  I  found,  has  large  collections  at  his  disposal,  and  each  year 
takes  a  theme  in  which  he  uses  the  best  of  his  material  for  a  public  display.  In  my 
opinion  this  idea  has  tremendous  advantages  over  the  permanently  layed  out  museum, 
not  least  in  that  it  leaves  the  major  part  of  the  museum  for  study,  and  concentrates 
the  good  things  for  public  view.  It  also  purveys  far  more  information  than  does  even 
the  best  layed  out  museum,  for  a  small  number  of  articles  can  be  chosen  to  be  the 
objects  of  much  information.  One  other  hobbyhorse  of  mine  was  also  indulged.  In 
any  museum  I  want  to  see  everything,  and  to  do  this  I  often  have  to  plot  a  course 
round  an  artistically  arranged  room,  which  retraces  its  tracks,  and  crosses  in  intricate 
figures,  and  even  then  I  am  never  quite  sure.  In  the  Vienne  exhibition  the  cases 
were  firmly  numbered,  there  was  an  entrance  to  the  exhibition  area  and  an  exit,  and 
the  exhibits  were  arranged  not  so  much  that  you  could  see  everything,  but  once 
having  got  in,  you  could  not  get  out  without  having  to  see  everything. 

A  selection  of  coins  was  on  view,  and  those  from  the  theatre  were  in  a  separate 
case,  but  the  main  part  of  the  collection  was  elsewhere.  The  curator  gladly  gave 
permission  to  work  on  the  reserve  collection,  but  first  showed  me  a  unique  gold  coin 
of  Tetricus  I  (Aeternitas  Augg)  which  was  found  in  clearing  the  Roman  theatre. 
The  general  collection  of  2498  coins  can  be  compared  with  the  collections  at  Bourges, 
Perpignan  or  Toulouse  except  that  it  is  far  less  selective,  and  therefore  far  less  rich. 
The  only  gold  coin  is  that  of  Tetricus  I  and,  found  in  the  theatre,  that  is  above 
suspicion,  so  that  the  collection  consists  of  silver,  bronze  and  copper.  The  peak 
comes  from  211  to  238,  having  27  of  the  new  antoniniani,  121  denarii,  87  sestertii, 
and  6  asses.  Even  allowing  for  rampant  inflation,  the  figure  of  284  billon  antoniniani 
for  238  to  260  seems  very  high,  yet  it  corresponds  with  results  from  other  collections 
of  the  same  size.  The  fourth  century  is  fairly  well  represented,  but  its  period  totals 
for  330  to  346  (85)  and  346  to  364  (83)  are  far  below  any  English  site. 

One  unusual  group  of  coins  comes  from  the  exploration  of  the  Roman  theatre. 
This  is  the  second  largest  in  France  with  a  diameter  of  130  metres  and  a  capacity  of 
about  15,000  places.  It  was  apparently  constructed  at  the  beginning  of  the  first 
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century  a.d.  in  the  reign  of  Augustus,  and  was  probably  part  of  the  same  building 
programme  as  the  “  Temple  of  Livia  and  Augustus  ”  which  is  still  standing.  Besides 
the  aureus  of  Tetricus  the  theatre  has  produced  331  coins,  but  their  distribution 
cannot  be  taken  as  a  true  picture  of  the  history  of  the  building.  If,  as  seems  likely, 
the  theatre  was  still  in  use  in  the  fourth  century,  it  must  several  times  have  been 
remodelled  and  extensively  repaired,  and  all  the  coins  of  earlier  phases  would  be 
securely  sealed  under  the  new  floors.  These  coins  are  probably  to  be  associated  with 
the  last  phase,  so  that  the  absence  of  all  coins  before  a.d.  68  is  no  surprise.  The  first 
and  second  centuries  are  sparsely  represented,  and  the  first  large  number  of  coins 
comes  in  the  period  260  to  296.  The  distribution  over  this  period  is  not,  however, 
uniform:  Gallienus  (29),  Postumus  (3),  Claudius  II  (53),  Laelian  (1),  Tetricus  (80), 
Aurelian  (2),  Probus  (6),  and  then  a  gap  until  317.  The  number  of  coins  of  the  fourth 
century  can  only  be  compared  with  those  of  the  second  century,  the  radiate  period 
is  an  unusual  bump. 

It  could  be  suggested  that  we  have  here  excellent  evidence  for  thriving  use  of  the 
theatre  cut  short  by  barbarian  invasions,  appropriately  dated  to  the  reign  of  Probus, 
but  this  is  doubtful,  for  the  coins  from  the  rest  of  the  town  continue  smoothly  with 
Probus  (56),  Carus  (4),  Numerian  (6),  Carinus  (7),  and  Diocletian  (39).  Two 
explanations  seem  possible,  one  is  that  some  trouble  took  place  in  the  reign  of 
Probus  which  caused  damage,  but  not  enough  to  stop  the  essential  life  going  on, 
only  enough  to  interrupt  the  luxuries  such  as  the  theatre;  this  theory  is  attractive 
because  it  opens  up  possibilities  of  further  research,  but  it  is  unlikely.  The  second 
theory  is  prosaic,  that  the  radiate  coins  constitute  a  hoard,  buried  in  the  reign  of 
Probus,  at  the  time  of  the  invasions  if  you  like,  and  that  once  this  bulk  is  removed 
the  list  shows  a  uniform  rate  of  coin  loss.  The  gap  at  the  time  of  the  follis  is  not 
necessarily  important  for  the  theatre  at  Verulamium  which  produced  3639  coins  on 
total  excavation  had  only  42  folles. 

A  full  comparison  of  the  two  theatres  is  difficult,  for  many  of  the  Verulamium 
coins  got  tipped  into  the  theatre  in  rubbish  when  it  went  out  of  use  in  the  fourth 
century.  At  Vienne  there  seems  to  be  no  such  evidence  of  decay,  for  the  theatre 
was  incorporated  within  the  reduced  walls  of  the  fourth  century  town,  but  this  may 
be  expediency  rather  than  cultural  design.  The  point  brings  out  one  further  way  in 
which  Vienne  is  important,  for  it  is  a  town  where  the  limits  of  both  the  first  and 
fourth  century  cities  can  be  securely  traced.  Between  the  reign  of  Augustus,  and 
about  300,  something  had  happened,  for  the  fourth  century  city  takes  up  roughly 
one  seventh  of  the  area  enclosed  by  the  earlier  walls.  We  need  to  know  a  lot  more 
about  types  and  plans  of  town  houses  before  we  can  understand  this,  for  the  popula¬ 
tion  may  simply  have  lived  at  a  higher  density.  But  at  present  the  coins  reinforce 
this  picture  of  decline.

AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  STUDY  OF  THE 
COIN  AMULETS  AND  THE  OTHER  NON-CURRENCY 

“COINAGES  OF  CHINA.”

Metals  of  the  Ya  Sheng  coinage. 

In  the  light  of  our  present  inability  to  distinguish  correctly  every  single  specimen 
as  Chinese,  Japanese,  Corean,  Annamese,  Javanese  etc.  it  may  be  as  well  in  this 
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connection  to  speak  of  the  Far  Eastern  amulet,  token  and  medal  coinage  as  a  whole. 

I  have  records  of  these  pieces  in  the  following  metals:  copper  (occasionally  almost 
pure),  bronze,  brass,  lead  (very  rare — some  Japanese,  Annamese  and  Sino-Malayan), 
nickel  (a  few  only  and  all  in  this  century),  tin  (nearly  entirely  confined  to  the  Malayan 
and  Indonesian  Chinese  communities),  gilt  on  bronze,  gilt  on  silver,  gold.  The  silver 
and  gold  specimens  seen  in  the  West  are,  almost  all  of  them,  modern.  Usually  they 
are  to  be  found  mounted  as  items  of  jewelry  for  Westerners.  However,  older  ones 
seem  certainly  to  have  existed :  there  are  some  literary  references  to  such  pieces  and 
an  extremely  interesting  one  in  gold  was  sold  as  lot  265  of  the  “Catalogue  of  gold 
and  silver  coins  of  the  World”  auctioned  by  Messrs.  Glendining  and  Co.  in  their 
sale  of  28th  Nov.  1962.  This  appeared  to  be  an  early  piece — at  least  as  early  as  the 
beginning  of  the  18th  century — and  showed  a  group  of  the  zodiacal  animals  under 
trees.  With  a  square  centre  hole  it  was  48  mm.  in  diameter  and  weighed  some  125 
grams  although  about  a  third  of  it  had  been  clipped  off.  I  myself  have  a  Chinese 
silver-gilt  one  with  an  engraved  legend  reading:  Obv.  Ch’ang  ming  po  sui  21  “Long  d 
life  of  a  hundred  years”  and  Rev.  Shou  pi  nan  Shan  22,  “Longevity  as  the  southern  * 
Mountain”.  It  is  difficult  to  date  this  piece  which  has  a  diameter  of  62  mm.,  but  it 
must  presumably  have  been  made  in  the  last  eighty  years  or  so. 

Some  very  fine  “official”  charm  coins  in  bronze  of  good  quality  exist  and  most 
of  these  seem  to  be  of  the  Sung  dynasty ;  often  they  are  of  very  large  size.  As  with  the 
Chinese  coinage  as  a  whole  much  more  needs  to  be  recorded  of  the  metals  and 
alloys  used.

An  early  charm  of  unusual  shape  and  rarity  which  illustrates  many  points  made  in  the 
text  of  the  article  regarding  iconography,  epigraphy  and  folk-lore.  Obverse:  Above — 
Tien  fu  (literally  “the  store-house  of  Heaven”  i.e.  Eternity).  Below: — Ts’ung 
Hsing ,  Hsien  Yeh  Ti  /,  Chih  Pin.  (The  villages  flourishing,  the  respected  Immortals 
in  the  first  place  (of  honour)  and  the  Branches  submitting  i.e.  all  duly  subservient  to 
the  central  authority).  Reverse:  Above — CK an  Kung  i.e.  The  constellation  of  the  Toad 
(another  name  for  the  Moon).  Below — Chang  Tao-Ling  wearing  a  star  coat  and  holding 
a  magic  sceptre  with  a  bat  and  the  Ling-chih  Tsao  or  Fungus  of  Immortality. 

There  are  many  points  of  interest  in  this  piece.  On  the  obverse  the  character  ‘ Hsing ’ 
is  written  in  a  peculiar  manner;  lChih'  is  really  the  branch  of  a  tree  but  is  used  in 
place  of  another  character  meaning  the  branch  of  a  family  and  with  reference  to  the 
phrase  “Leaves  and  Branches”  used  for  ‘offspring’  so  that  an  implication  of  the 
phrase  is  “children  submitting  to  parents”.  But  by  the  use  of  this  character  it  is 
possible  that  yet  another  wish  is  also  implied,  namely  by  the  phrase  “Trunk  and 
Branches” — a  literary  circumlocution  for  the  Cyclic  Terms  of  the  Zodiac — thus 
commanding  that  the  Heavenly  bodies  which  control  human  destiny  should  submit 
to  the  desires  of  the  owner  of  the  charm.  Lastly  the  character  Pin  is  written  with 
radical  No.  28  at  the  bottom;  this  seems  to  be  employed,  as  it  sometimes  is  in  calli- 
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graphy,  merely  as  a  sign  to  fill  up  a  blank  space.  The  figures  on  the  reverse  may, 
in  fact,  be  the  Hsing-Kuan  astronomer  holding  a  taoist  version  of  the  hu  or  ceremonial 
tablet  in  front  of  him.  The  ancient  rulers  of  China  are  said  to  have  worn  a  star  coat 
which,  besides  the  sun  and  moon  had  the  three  stars  of  the  lunar  house  of  Spring 
represented  on  it.  Star  coats  were  also  worn  by  astrologers  and  magicians  besides 
being  used  as  coronation  coats  (see  M.  Aschenbrenner  “Weben  und  Gewebe  Studien ” 
page  63).  The  Ch’an  was  a  kind  of  striped  toad  fabled  to  live  in  the  Moon  which  it 
swallowed  during  an  eclipse. 

2.  This  group  comprises  the  majority  of  the  Ya  Sheng  coins  and  certainly 
contains  those  most  commonly  met  with  by  the  collector.  Considering  their  intrinsic 
appeal — they  are  one  of  the  few  departments  of  oriental  numismatics  to  provide  us 
with  pictorial  designs — they  have  been  very  much  neglected  and  are  comparatively 
little  understood.  The  title  of  “temple  money”  has  been  given  to  this  group  and  it  is 
by  no  means  an  unsuitable  one  since  the  great  majority  were  distributed  from  these 
places  and  most  were  probably  made  there.  Indeed,  some  temples  had  workshops 
that  enjoyed  great  fame:  such  a  one  was  the  Yellow  Temple,  Huang  Ssu  33  or 
Huang  Rung  34  in  Pekin.  This  temple  was  erected  by  the  emperor  Shun  Chih  in 
1651  and  became  one  of  the  great  metal  founderies  of  China,  noted  for  its  Buddhist 
figures  and  coming  to  vie  with  the  monastery  of  Dolun  Nor  in  Mongolia  in  this 
connection.  In  later  times  the  monks  worked  for  enamellers  and  others  in  the  city 
and  it  may  be  therefore  that  they  produced  some  of  the  privately  issued  coin  amulets. 

Much  secrecy  surrounds  the  production  of  these  charm  coins  and  little  seems  to 
have  been  recorded  about  it  even  in  Chinese  works — or  at  least  those  that  are  available 
in  the  West.  Neither  Chinese  nor  Western  numismatic  works  figure  the  coin  moulds 
from  which  they  were  made  and  this  is  strange  considering  the  care  bestowed  for 
several  centuries  on  such  things  by  native  collectors.  One  can  only  suppose  that  the 
old  moulds  were  eventually  broken  up.  I  have  a  record  for  only  one  such  object  and 
that  is  for  a  square  tablet  with  a  phoenix  design  but,  since  it  has  no  central  hole,  it 
may  well  be  a  mould  for  casting  a  small  mirror,  such  as  was  used  in  combatting 
ghosts,  and  not  a  coin  at  ail.  The  connection  of  coins  with  holy  places  is  very  wide¬ 
spread  and  a  belief  in  their  transmutation  occurs  here  and  there.  For  instance,  the 
Great  Bell  Temple  of  Pekin,  the  Ta  Chung  Ssu  35  has  a  large  unhung  bell  in  the  top 
of  which  is  a  hole  leading  to  a  smaller  inner  bell.  Visitors  to  the  temple  climb  a 
stairway  to  a  platform  from  which  they  can  throw  coins  through  the  hole.  It  was  a 
popular  belief  that  coins  passing  through  this  “Gold  Cash  Eye”  turned  to  gold  when 
they  struck  the  inner  bell.  I  have  been  told  by  one  of  an  older  generation  of  ex¬ 
missionaries  that  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  many  humbler  folk  believed  that 
temple  amulets  were  changed  in  this  or  some  similar  way  from  coins. 

Some  of  these  coin  amulets  undoubtedly  represent  those  given  to  wealthy  and 
influential  patrons  of  some  temple  when  it  was  first  opened  or  when  an  old  one  was 
newly  restored.  Others,  perhaps  the  majority,  were  sold  by  the  monks  to  procure 
revenues  for  the  upkeep  of  the  temple  and  its  services.  I  have  also  been  informed  that 
such  medals  were,  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  century,  sold  by  stall  holders  at  temple 
fairs;  whether  these  were  new  ones  or  whether  they  were  sold  as  antiquities  has  been 
impossible  to  determine.  Some  temples,  like  that  of  the  Reconnaissance  of  the 
Realm  ( Pao  Kou  Ssu  36)  held  monthly  fairs  in  the  forecourt  and  amulet  coins  were 
certainly  sold  there  among  the  many  other  goods.12  Some  of  these  coin  amulets  are 
believed  to  be  specifically  impregnated  with  the  vital  energy  of  certain  localities  and 
these  metal  charms,  along  with  those  of  many  other  kinds — stone,  wood  and  printed 
paper — were  sold  on  the  sacred  mountain  T’ai  Shan.  (For  a  good  account  of  these 
and  the  locality  see  Ayscough).13  One  suspects  that  many  of  those  coin  talismans 
concerned  with  bringing  male  offspring  are  associated  with  this  locality  since  the 
goddess  Pi  Hsia  Yuan  chiin  37  who  dwells  on  T’ai  Shan,  was  also  called  Niang

Niang  Sung  Tzu  38  (“The  matron  who  brings  children”);  however,  I  have  no 
positive  evidence  of  this. 

Almost  everything  connected  with  these  coin  amulets  is  wrapped  in  obscurity. 
Kainz14  says,  in  writing  up  his  collection  of  these  coins,  that  there  are  many  defects 
and  obscurities  in  his  treatment  of  them  but  that  the  Chinese  themselves  are  often 
not  more  knowledgeable  concerning  the  purpose  these  old  medals  serve  nor  of  their 
meaning,  and  their  importance  is  seldom  clearly  stated,  even  in  such  as  the  “con¬ 
gratulatory  money”.  In  this  he  is  no  doubt  correct  and,  even  in  many  Chinese 
numismatic  works  the  iconographical  treatment  is  hazy  in  the  extreme  if  not  some¬ 
times  entirely  faulty. 

2 Aa.  Not  the  least  of  the  difficulties  lies  in  distinguishing  the  Taoist  from  the 
Buddhist  coin  charms.  Partly  this  lies  in  the  fact  that  many  of  the  latter  were 
products  of  the  monasteries  of  those  sects,  like  the  Pure  Land  School  ( Ching  T’u  39) 
which  had  absorbed  many  Taoist  ideas  and  practices.  Less  frequently  it  is  because 
the  Taoists  were  inspired  by  the  Buddhists  to  make  many  imitations  of  the  practices 
of  the  foreign  religion  and,  at  least  for  later  times,  it  is  not  possible  to  be  completely 
certain  as  to  which  sect  produced  many  of  these  charms.  It  seems,  however,  true  to 
say  that  all  the  coin  talismans  with  carp  depicted  on  them  and  all  those  with  flowTers 
are  Buddhist.  In  addition,  most — perhaps  all — of  the  openwork  coin  charms  are 
the  products  of  Buddhist  monasteries  and  these  make  up  a  special  type  of  work  easily 
identified.  There  is  another,  somewhat  rare  type,  with  flowers  depicted  on  it  although 
not  in  the  openwork  style:  this  too,  I  think,  must  be  Buddhist  although  one  in  my 
collection,  which  depicts  the  Pine,  Plum  and  Bamboo  (“The  Three  Friends”)  is 
probably  the  issue  of  some  Confucian  scholar  since  its  sentiment  is  entirely  in 
keeping  with  such  an  origin.  Another  type  shows  a  willow  spray  and  this  too,  I  think, 
must  belong  to  the  present  category  since  water  sprinkled  with  willow  branches  is 
believed  by  Chinese  Buddhists  to  have  a  purifying  effect.  Coins  which  show  the 
lotus,  none  of  which  appear  to  be  modern  and  all  of  which  are  certainly  uncommon  are, 
in  all  probability,  Buddhist  also,  although  one  suspects  that  they  appear  on  coin 
charms  because,  owing  to  its  many  seeds,  the  lotus  was  an  emblem  of  offspring. 

Although  coin  amulets  having  Buddhist  texts  on  them  were  by  no  means 
uncommon  in  Japan,  they  seem  to  be  rare  in  China.  One  that  I  find  recorded  is  in 
Baron  de  Chaudoir’s  memoir15 — plate  41,  No.  6 — and  this  carries  the  well-known 
Om  Mani  Padme  Hum  invocation.  This  example  seems  to  belong  to  the  small  and 
little  known  class  of  Lamaistic  coin  charms  which  probably  circulated  for  the  most 
part,  only  in  China’s  far  north-western  provinces  and  among  the  Mongols.  Others, 
somewhat  similar,  are  figured  by  Kainz  {lx.)  and  these  carry  in  addition,  the  name 
of  Amida  Buddha,  a  favourite  deity  of  the  Pure  Land  Sect  (see  above). 

2 Ab.  The  Taoist  coin  charms  are  by  far  the  most  numerous  of  all  the  Ya  Sheng 
coins  and  are  consequently  those  most  commonly  found  in  western  collections. 
Although  they  are  certainly  the  best  known  of  all  these  groups  there  is  still  much 
that  is  obscure  concerning  them.  Quite  apart  from  the  reading  and  meaning  of  the 
inscriptions,  the  iconography  of  the  designs  is  sometimes  altogether  disregarded  in 
published  descriptions  of  them  and,  equally  frequently,  figures  are  misidentified 
when  such  medallions  are  more  particularly  described. 

To  understand  the  origin,  designs  and  place  of  the  coin  charms  in  the  general 
cultural  context  it  is  necessary  to  know  something  of  the  exorcistic  school  of  Taoism 
called  Wu  Tou  Mi  40  or  “The  Five  Bushels  school”  for  this  was  responsible  for 
their  production.  The  school  was  founded  by  a  certain  Chang  Tao-Ling  or  Chang 
Ling  (34  to  156  a.d.)  who  was  governor  of  Kiangchow  between  58  and  74  a.d.  His 
time  was  given  up  to  the  search  for  the  elixir  of  life  and  to  the  practice  of  exorcism. 
He  removed  from  Kiangsi  to  Szuchuan  where  there  was  a  great  fear  of  evil  spirits. 
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Whilst  there,  he  received  from  “The  Supreme  Being”  the  title  of  T’ien  Shih  together 
with  three  jade  tablets,  a  double  swrord  for  quelling  demons  and  a  magical  seal  of 
office;  with  these  impedimenta  he  is  shown  on  several  coin  amulets.  He  not  only 
established  himself  among  the  credulous  locals  but  had  an  ever-growing  sphere  of 
influence,  already  vast  when  he  died  and  passed  on  his  powers  and  title  to  his  son 
whence  they  descended  in  unbroken  line  for  sixty-three  generations.  Thus  was 
founded,  not  only  the  Wu  Tou  Mi  School  but  also  its  long  line  of  “popes”.  This 
school  incorporated  into  itself  not  only  many  tenets  of  Buddha  (who  was  himself 
considered  by  them  as  a  re-incarnation  of  Lao  Tzu — as  was  the  prophet  Mani!!) 
but  also  the  older  worship  of  sun  and  stars,  a  folk  religion  which  began  to  take  definite 
shape  in  the  T’ang  dynasty.  From  the  Han  dynasty  onwards  the  stars  had  been 
personified  and  indeed  the  star  T’ai  Yi  was  worshipped  as  the  Supreme  Being;  this 
is  a  star  near  to  the  Pole  Star.  Later  the  pole  star  itself  was  so  honoured.  Stories  of 
communications  between  stars  and  humans  became  common  at  that  period  and  in 
addition,  the  multiple  heavens  of  Mahayana  Buddhism  engendered  in  Taoism  the 
belief  in  nine  heavens  and  later  in  thirty-two  or  thirty-three.  The  Sun  and  Moon 
were  also  worshipped  as  was  the  triad  of  the  San  Yuan  41  (“The  Three  Original 
Ones”).  These  were  (a)  The  Emperor  of  the  Pole  Star,  Giver  of  Happiness;  (b)  The 
Ruler  of  Earth,  The  Forgiver  of  Sins,  and  (c)  The  Ruler  of  Hell,  Liberator  of  the 
Dead.  Equal  to  these  in  authority  is  Wen  Ch’ang  42,  the  God  of  Literature  and  only 
a  little  lower  is  Tou  Mu  43  “Mother  of  the  Constellation  of  the  Great  Bear”.  She  is 
the  protector  of  Children  and  is  actually  the  Hindu  goddess  Maritchi. 

Complicated  as  all  this  is  it  explains  not  only  the  origin  of  the  coin  amulets  but 
also  all  the  main  types  of  their  design  most  of  which  can  be  recognised  from  the 
above  account.  This  is  why  on  many  of  these  charms  we  find  various  constellations 
of  stars  as  well  as  Chang  Tao-Lin  and  his  magic  sword,  the  Deity  of  the  Pole  Star, 
the  God  of  Literature  and  the  rest  of  the  pantheon  of  this  Five  Bushel  School  of 
Taoism.  There  is  little  doubt  but  that  many  of  these  Taoist  divinities  appeared  on 
these  coin  charms  in  later  times  when  Taoist  priests,  under  the  pressure  of  economic 
necessity,  had  to  commercialize  their  profession  by  chanting,  exorcism,  the  practice 
of  magic  and  the  sale  of  amulets. 

Rather  uncommon  are  the  coins  showing  the  famous  Eight  Taoist  Immortals 
who  may  be  easily  identified  by  their  attributes,  castanets,  crutch,  flower  basket  etc. 
The  Glover  collection  contained  several  of  these  but  in  my  experience  they  are  very 
rare.  Their  cult  only  became  at  all  favoured  during  the  Yuan  dynasty  and,  even 
then,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  at  all  widespread.  It  would  follow  therefore  that 
all  these  coins  will  be  moderately  late  productions.  The  zodiacal  medals  are  another 
fairly  common  kind  which  we  must  probably  associate  with  the  Taoists  although 
they  seem  to  have  originated  from  a  Turkish  source.  These  have  the  various 
arrangements  of  the  twelve  zodiacal  animals  and  signs  with  the  associated  characters, 
all  usually  arranged  around  a  representation  of  the  Yin-Yang  winch  will  be  known  to 
all  interested  even  slightly  in  Far  Eastern  Art.  The  Eight  Trigrams  also  sometimes 
figure  on  these  coins  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  bring  good  luck  and  all  things  of 
happy  augury. 

Further  study  of  this  large  group  of  coin  charms  must  involve  not  only  the  careful 
numismatic  description  of  each  type  but  an  exact  iconographical  analysis  as  well  as 
transliteration  and  translation  of  the  inscriptions  and  these  will  usually  have  to  have 
further  annotation.  This  will  probably  only  be  accomplished  when  we  can  publish 
studies  on  single  specimens  or  small  groups  of  Taoist  coin  charms. 

2 Ac.  Whether  there  are  such  things  as  Confucian  coin  amulets  is  a  debateable 
matter.  Every  town  in  China  had  its  temple  of  Confucius  but  there  were  no  priests 
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in  this  religion,  the  literati  themselves  being  the  officiants  in  the  rites  performed 
there  which,  in  any  event,  were  very  simple.  These  scholars  sometimes  seem  to  have 
caused  coins  of  happy  augury  to  be  cast,  probably  to  commemorate  some  local  event 
or  national  happening  as  also  because  it  seems  to  have  been  thought  a  good  thing  to 
keep  various  moral  maxims  before  the  populace.  I  have  an  amulet,  24  mm.  in 
diameter  in  bronze  with  obverse  “Jen,  I,  Li,  Chih ”  44  i.e.  “Benevolence,  Righteous¬ 
ness,  Etiquette  and  Wisdom” — the  four  basic  Confucian  virtues.  The  Reverse  has 
Hsing  CKen  45  i.e.  “The  Heavenly  Bodies”  together  with  two  stars.  These  concepts 
are  entirely  Confucian  but  the  amulet’s  epigraphical  style  is  very  reminiscent  of  the 
Japanese  Kuan-ei  sen  coins  and  a  small  doubt  remains  as  to  whether  it  is  Chinese  at 
all.  Confucian  medals  are,  in  any  case,  Confucian  only  in  sentiment;  they  may  not  be 
connected  with  Confucian  temples. 

It  may  be  that  No.  59  of  Kainz’s  work  (J.c.)  with  its  hand  engraved  prayer  for 
peace  in  Chinese  and  Manchu  is  just  such  a  medallion  as  we  might  expect  to  come 
from  a  Confucian  source;  as  with  almost  all  such  pieces,  however,  we  know  nothing 
of  the  circumstances  of  its  production. 

2 Ad.  No  Christian  medal  can  with  certainty  be  said  to  have  been  produced  in 
China  for  circulation  in  that  country.  Mr.  T.  Arber-Cooke,  a  very  close  and 
experienced  student  of  Chinese  amulet  coins  believes  that  such  may  well  exist,  and 
this  is  a  view  in  which  I  myself  concur.  Catholic  medallions  of  the  16th  century 
appear  to  have  been  used  in  Japan,  although  I  am  not  sure  that  any  survive.  Macao, 
the  great  centre  of  the  Portuguese  Catholics  in  the  Far  East,  had  a  mint  under  the 
control  of  this  nation  and  so  the  making  of  such  medalets  would  seem  to  have  presented 
no  difficulty.  In  the  work  of  the  late  Mrs.  Little16  the  plate  facing  page  150  shows  two 
Chinese  women  who  are  said  to  be  Catholics;  in  their  hats  they  wear  what  appear  to 
be  coins  with  no  central  hole.  One  wonders  if  this  could  represent  a  number  of 
Catholic  medals.  A  very  curious  looking  medalet  is  figured  as  No.  1899  of  the  Glover 
collection  (Lockhart  l.c.)  which  I  think  may  be  such  a  Catholic  one.  The  obverse 
has  a  very  European-looking  dragon  holding  a  flag  (perhaps  a  Chinese  version  of  the 
Paschal  Lamb  ?)  whilst  around  this  is  a  very  queerly  disposed  Chinese  text  which, 
in  translation,  reads  “What  you  do  not  desire,  do  not  unto  others”  (a  Confucian 
sentiment  but  also  a  near-Christian  one).  On  the  reverse  is  a  dove-like  bird  above  a 
dolphin  (possibly  the  Paraclete  over  a  dolphin  as  the  symbol  of  Christian  salvation). 
Since  there  is  no  central  hole  but  a  projection  at  the  top  from  which  to  hang  the  medal 
there  appears  to  me  to  be  a  very  strong  case  for  claiming  this  as  a  Chinese-Christian 
coin  charm.

INTERNATIONAL  NUMISMATIC  CONGRESS 
COPENHAGEN  1987. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-five  members  had  registered  to  participate  in  this  six-yearly 
Congress  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  International  Numismatic  Commission  between  the 
28th  of  August  and  2nd  of  September.  The  choice  of  venue  was  most  fortunate — Copenhagen, 
which  celebrates  this  year  the  800th  anniversary  of  its  foundation  by  Bishop  Absalon.  Our 
hosts  were  the  National  Museum  and  the  organization  of  the  congress  was  most  efficiently 
and  pleasantly  directed  by  Mr.  Otto  Morkholm,  Director  of  the  Coin  Cabinet,  ably  assisted 
by  his  staff. 

This  congress  was  opened  by  Dr.  Glob,  Director  of  the  National  Museum,  and  the  members 
were  welcomed  to  Copenhagen  by  Madame  Bodil  Koch,  Denmark’s  Alinister  of  Culture.  The 
Minister  was  later  our  host  at  a  reception  held  in  the  banqueting  hall  of  the  University  when 
she  particularly  urged  those  present  to  take  every  opportunity  of  promoting  world-wide 
cultural  contacts  in  tire  cause  of  peace  and  knowledge. 

Twenty-eight  different  countries  were  represented  at  the  Congress,  the  largest  contingents 
being  25  each  from  Denmark  and  Great  Britain,  17  from  Germany,  12  from  France  and  11 
from  Italy;  the  Eastern  European  countries  of  Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  U.S.S.R.,  Hungary, 
Bulgaria,  Yugoslavia  and  Romania  being  represented  by  22  delegates.  Four  major  papers 
were  read  and  discussed,  and  there  were  also  48  minor  papers  read  during  the  week,  when  the 
members  divided  into  two  sections,  one  to  hear  papers  on  ancient  coinage,  the  other  those  on 
medieval  and  modern  subjects. 

Owing  to  the  prohibitive  cost  of  publishing  the  proceedings  in  full,  it  has  been  decided 
that  the  papers  will  be  published  by  the  normal  numismatics  journals  of  those  countries  in 
whose  language  the  papers  were  read.  This  Bulletin  will  be  publishing  the  contribution  of 
Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  on  recent  research  in  Anglo-Irish  Numismatics  in  a  forthcoming  issue. 
The  International  Numismatic  Commission  has  published  A  Survey  of  Numismatic  Research 
1960-1965  in  three  volumes  covering  ancient,  medieval  and  oriental,  and  modern  numismatics 
including  medals,  arranged  by  countries  in  each  volume.  This  surveys  the  work  that  lias  been 
done  since  the  last  Congress. 

Members  of  the  Congress  had  some  recreation  to  help  them  in  their  labours:  we  were 
received  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Copenhagen  in  the  Radhus,  the  Royal  Copenhagen  Porcelain 
Manufactury  was  visited  by  a  number  of  members,  and  we  were  invited  to  a  tour  of  the  famous 
Carlsberg  Brewery  followed  by  an  excellent  lunch — Danish  beer  drinkers  contribute  large 
sums  of  money  towards  the  cost  of  cultural  projects  supported  by  the  Carlsberg  Foundation. 
A  party  of  members  also  visited  the  Royal  Danish  Ballet,  and  on  the  Sunday  following  the 
Congress  a  coach  full  of  members  enjoyed  a  tour  of  Kronsborg  Castle  at  Helsinsor  and 
Frederiksborg  Castle  at  Hillerod. 


THE  EARLIEST  “PIGGY”  BANKS.

There  are  few  of  us  who  have  not,  at  some  time  or  other  in  our  lives,  suffered  the 
frustration  of  trying  to  ease  coins  out  of  a  “piggy”  bank  on  the  blade  of  a  knife.  Most 
of  us,  sooner  or  later,  no  doubt  ended  up  by  smashing  the  bank  in  order  to  remove  our 
hoarded  savings  of  pennies,  threepences  or  sixpences,  not  without  a  certain  amount  of 
remorse  that  there  was  no  other  way  of  recovering  our  money  other  than  by  these 
desperate  means. 

Today,  the  china  piggy  bank,  still  in  the  shape  of  a  pig,  can  be  bought  in  toyshops, 
though  now  at  a  price  which  would  certainly  deter  the  saver  from  smashing  it  until  he 
was  on  the  verge  of  bankruptcy.  Piggy  bank  substitutes,  of  which  the  most  popular 
is  in  the  form  of  a  tin  pillar  box,  still  form  a  useful  “filler”  for  children’s  stockings  at

Christmas,  and  now  it  is  possible  to  buy  many  types  of  banks,  all  owing  their  inspira¬ 
tion  to  the  old  fashioned  piggy  bank,  in  plastic,  polythene  and  metal,  which  have 
various  devices  to  enable  the  saver  to  recover  his  coins  without  resorting  to  “breaking 
the  bank”. 

Some  years  ago  I  was  given  a  metal  bank  in  the  form  of  a  Greek  temple,  which 
brought  home  sharply  to  me  that  the  wheel  had  turned  the  full  circle  and  banks  were 
again  being  made  in  exactly  the  same  shape  that  they  were  being  made  over  two 
thousand  years  ago. 

There  are  many  examples  of  Greek  and  Roman  “banks”  or  rather  offering  boxes, 
used  for  taking  the  collection  in  a  temple.  These  for  the  most  part  were  made,  like 
my  tin  one,  in  the  shape  of  a  temple.  They  were  made  of  terracotta,  and  usually 
depicted  in  low  relief  the  deity  enthroned  inside.  Thus  the  person  who  was  making 
his  offering  was  in  a  sense  making  it  directly  to  the  god  or  goddess  in  his  shrine. 
Examples  of  these  have  survived  from  many  sites  in  the  ancient  world,  a  Greek 
example  being  recorded  from  Priene,  an  Athenian  colony  in  Ionia,  dating  from  the 
fourth  century  B.c. 

In  Italy,  an  early  Roman  example  was  recovered  from  the  excavations  at  Ostia, 
the  port  of  Rome,  while  in  Europe  there  are  other  Roman  “temple”  offering  boxes 
from  Trier  and  St.  Germain. 

Offering  boxes  however  go  back  further  than  this.  The  most  famous  in  the  Classi¬ 
cal  World  was  located  at  Eleusis,  near  Athens,  the  important  shrine  of  Demeter  where 
the  Mysteries  were  celebrated.  Here  the  offering  box  was  actually  cut  out  of  the  living 
rock,  and  can  be  seen  today. 

Some  very  interesting  examples  of  early  collecting  boxes  come  from  Egypt, 
including  one,  in  metal,  from  Naukratis,  the  Greek  trading  post,  and  another  found 
near  Memphis  now  in  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

This  collecting  box  dates  from  Ptolemaic  times,  and  contained  ten  coins  of 
Ptolemy  VI  Philometor,  who  ruled  181-146  b.c.  It  was  of  bronze,  and  was  decorated 
on  the  lid  with  a  snake.  The  inscription  on  it  reads  yfiaine,  which  roughly  means 
“Get  Healthy”.  This  seems  rather  a  curious  inscription  to  find  on  a  money  box,  but 
can  be  explained  in  the  light  of  the  purpose  to  which  it  was  put.  It  seems  very  probable 
that  it  was  used  for  making  a  collection  in  some  early  Egyptian  “National  Eleaith 
Scheme”,  whereby  a  number  of  people  all  made  regular  contributions  to  the  box,  and 
when  one  of  their  number  fell  sick  the  box  would  be  opened  and  its  contents  used  to 
pay  the  doctor’s  bill.  The  snake  on  the  lid  owes  its  origin  to  the  cult  of  Asklepios,  the 
Greek  god  of  healing,  to  whom  snakes  were  sacred  because  they  were  thought  to 
guard  wells  and  discover  healing  herbs.

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Several  Roman  money  boxes  have  been  found  in  Britain,  and  seem  to  have  been 
particularly  common  in  the  fourth  century  a.d.  One  globular  pottery  vessel  was  found 
in  Lincoln  full  of  coins  of  this  date,  and  in  design  was  very  similar  to  the  medieval 
money  boxes  which  will  be  described  below.  It  was  nearly  five  inches  high,  and  made 
of  grey  pottery.  (Fig.  1). 

Most  of  the  medieval  British  money  boxes  that  have  survived  are  late,  and  date 
from  the  fifteenth  century.  They  were  globular  in  shape,  with  a  flat  top  surmounted 
by  a  knob,  and  were  generally  made  of  fine  pottery  coated  with  the  characteristic 
bright  green  mottled  glaze  which  sometimes  covered  the  vessel  but  more  often  only 
covered  the  upper  part.  These  vessels  usually  had  a  thin  vertical  slit,  too  thin  to  take 
modern  coins  but  through  which  hammered  pennies  could  be  pushed  with  ease. 
(Fig.  2).  One  example  was  found  in  the  well  attached  to  a  fifteenth  century  London 
house. 

In  Scotland  the  form  of  these  money  boxes,  or  purlie  pigs  as  they  are  called, 
remained  practically  unchanged  from  the  Middle  Ages  until  the  last  century.  The 
base  of  what  was  probably  a  purlie  pig  was  found  at  Melrose  Abbey  with  a  tiny 
Spanish  denier  still  in  the  bottom,  seemingly  overlooked  when  the  box  was  smashed 
open.  Another  complete  example,  found  in  Perth  in  1896,  contained  a  hoard  of 
twenty-five  sixteenth  century  gold  coins,  and  had  never  been  opened.  This  vessel, 
like  many  of  the  later  purlie  pigs,  was  unglazed.  A  fairly  modern  example,  bought  in  a 
border  town  by  one  of  my  colleagues,  is  shown  in  Fig.  3.  It  is  unglazed,  and  in  appear¬ 
ance  looks  quite  medieval.  A  large  number  seem  to  have  been  made  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Prestonpans. 

The  first  true  “Piggy”  bank  was  made  in  Elizabethan  England,  when  we  find 
several  different  animal  shapes  being  used  as  banks.  One,  with  a  red  paste  and  brown 
and  yellow  glaze,  is  shown  in  Fig.  4.  At  this  period  v/e  find  quite  a  variety  of  other 
forms  of  money  box,  including  some  with  carrying  handles. 

From  then  on  the  Piggy  bank  was  here  to  stay.  A  problem  was  posed  in  the  late 
eighteenth  century  when  the  “cartwheel”  pennies  and  twopennies  were  introduced, 
and  in  order  to  accommodate  them  special  types  of  money  boxes  with  very  broad  slots 
had  to  be  made.  These  remained  in  use  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  nineteenth 
century. 

Today  we  still  speak  of  giving  a  “Christmas  Box”  to  tradesmen,  and  most  people 
are  inclined  to  believe  that  the  expression  has  its  origin  in  a  time  when  tradesmen  were 
literally  given  a  box  containing  food  or  some  small  gift  at  Christmas  time.  In  reality 
however  it  related  to  a  time  when  apprentices  at  Christmas  used  to  go  round  with  a 
money  box  to  collect  “tips”  from  their  patrons.  The  custom  wras  particularly  popular 
in  the  seventeenth  century,  when  such  money  boxes  were  cheap.  In  1674  Sarah  Fell 
recorded  in  her  account  book  “For  a  little  money  box  for  myself ....  3d.’  Now'  she 
would  have  to  pay  8s.  6d.  or  even  12s.  6d.  for  a  pottery  piggy  bank.  Humphrey 
Browne,  the  seventeenth  century  philosopher,  in  his  “Moral  Description  of  Man”, 
spoke  of  a  “  covetous  waretch  ”  who,  he  claimed,  “doth  exceed  in  receiving  but  is  very 
deficient  in  giving,  like  the  Christmas  earthen  boxes  of  apprentices,  apt  to  take  in 
money,  but  he  restored  none  till  he  be  broken  like  a  potter’s  vessel  into  many  shares’. 

With  this  wise  observation  in  mind  I  shall  conclude  this  article,  in  order  to  give 
myself  enough  time  to  ease  four  pennies  for  a  stamp  from  my  piggy  bank,  to  dispatch 
it  to  the  Editor  before  the  post  is  collected.

Theft  from  Newbury  Museum.  Six  Charles  II  gold  coins  worth  at  least  £50  each  were 
among  items  stolen  from  Newbury  Borough  Museum  in  the  Wharf  when  a  display  case  was 
forced  open  on  Thursday.  Also  stolen  was  a  sector,  an  early  type  of  sextant,  which  was  a  relic  of 
Sir  John  Rennie,  the  civil  engineer,  who  designed  London  Bridge  and  whose  family  lived  at 
Donnington,  Newbury,  for  many  years.  The  sector  is  worth  at  least  £100.  A  late  17th-century 
mourning  ring  was  also  taken. 

The  coins  are  known  as  Laurels  and  Unites,  of  the  period  1619-1641.  Each  one  is  inscribed 
in  white  ink  with  1950  over  a  figure  three.  They  each  have  seven  punch  holes  through  them. 
The  ring  in  rolled  gold  is  inscribed,  W.F.R.G.,  with  a  crude  masked  face.  The  sector  is  made  of 
brass. — Reading  Mercury,  \5th  July,  1967. 

Lead  Coins  from  South  India.  An  interesting  hoard  of  143  lead  coins  has  been 
discovered  in  a  treasure  trove  in  Andippatti  village  in  Chengam  taluk,  North  Arcot.  Historically 
and  palaeographically  the  coins  are  considered  to  be  of  exceptional  interest. 

On  the  obverse  of  each  coin  is  seen  what  appears  to  be  an  early  form  of  Brahmi  legend, 
and  on  the  reverse  zigzag  lines  indicating  waves  and  a  few  triangular  designs  suggestive  of 
mountains.  The  legend  is  considered  interesting  as  it  is  as  yet  the  earliest  known  type  of  writing 
on  coins  in  Tamilnad. 

Though  coins  with  Brahmi  legends  have  been  unearthed  in  North  India,  such  examples  in 
Tamilnad  were  unknown  till  now.  The  characters  seem  to  belong  to  the  first  century  a.d. 
The  coins  are  being  acquired  by  the  Government  Museum,  Madras,  and  are  to  be  studied  in 
detail. — David  G.  Briggs.

Coventry  Sc  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  The  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Society  was  held  on  the  1 1th  of  August.  The  meeting 
took  place  at  the  “Swanswell  Tavern”,  White  St., 
Coventry,  and  commenced  shortly  after  8  p.m.  The 
proceedings  began  with  a  discussion  between  the 
members  on  the  difficulties  the  Society  had  encountered 
over  a  misunderstanding  which  had  resulted  in  it  not 
being  able  to  have  it’s  usual  meeting  room  at  the 
“Three  Spires  Hotel”.  After  making  some  decisions  on 
dealing  with  it’s  immediate  problems,  the  final  arrange¬ 
ments  were  postponed  until  the  Annual  General  Meeting 
at  the  “Swanswell  Tavern”  cn  Friday  the  8th  of 
September.  Then  came  the  Secretary’s  correspondence, 
which  included  the  announcement  of  the  National 
Coin  Exhibition  at  Chelsea  on  September  the  7th  to 
the  9th,  and  the  Coin  Fair  of  the  South  West  at  Exeter 
on  September  the  16th.  The  final  part  of  the  meeting 
consisted  of  a  talk  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  L.  Langley, 
on  “Scarce  Colonial  Coins”,  illustrated  by  specimens 
from  his  collection.  He  gave  an  outline  of  the  different 
reasons  for  the  scarcity  of  some  coins,  and  described 
those  which  he  had  brought  along  to  show.  The  meeting 
finished  at  9.30  p.m. 

The  Chelmsford  &  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  The  Society 
continues  to  flourish  and  despite  the  holiday  period 
there  was  a  good  attendance  at  the  July  meeting  at  the 
Civic  Centre,  Chelmsford,  when  we  were  privileged 
to  have  as  our  speaker  Mr.  B.  R.  Osborne,  f.r.n.s.  He 
chose  as  his  subject  for  the  evening  “The  Portraiture 
on  the  Tower  Shillings  of  Charles  1st”.  The  speaker 
pointed  out  that  whilst  most  publications  split  the 
Tower  Shillings  into  four  classes  with  various  sub¬ 
classes,  the  series  is,  in  fact,  far  more  complex  than  this. 
We  were  shown,  with  the  aid  of  an  exceilent  hand-drawn 
chart  and  slides  taken  from  hundreds  of  photographs 
of  actual  coins,  that  by  studying  the  King’s  portrait,  and 
in  particular  the  features,  the  beard,  the  hair,  the  ruff 
and  the  armour  it  becomes  obvious  that  very  many 
distinct  types  were  issued,  with  various  mint  marks, 
which  can  and  should  be  classified. 

Mr.  Osborne  has  also  investigated  the  production 
rate  of  the  coins  during  the  period  covered  and  he 
produced  bar  graphs  to  indicate  that  the  number  of 
coins  produced  per  month  was  remarkably  consistent 
except  for  the  war  period  when  the  numbers  rose 
considerably.  The  speaker  has  also  carried  out  similar 
exercises  with  the  half-crowns  of  this  period  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  if  this  work  is  published  it  will  prove 
an  invaluable  guide  to  all  serious  collectors  of  the  coinage 
of  Charles  1st.
